Amuse- 
ments which, instead of increasing health 
and vigor, produce only uneasiness and ex- 
haustion—amusements where the laws of 
the N gree | are totally dis ed;

Fifth—And then the young Christian will 
participate only in those amusements which 
are morally pure.
